Wicks, who was knocked unconscious 
by the crash, w as confined to her ben 
for months following the accident. 
“I don’t believe the vertebral body 
will ever he norm al because of its 
compressed 
condition. 
The purpose 
of the brace is to immolxdie abnorm al 
movements 
of the spine while the 
vertebra is healing.” 
Dr. Belford, Princeton Hospital s u r­ 
gical chief and a graduate of Johns 
Hopkins 
University, 
described 
the 
condition of 
Mrs. Wicks 
from 
the 
first time* he saw lier until a day ago. 
“Fo ll o w in g the accident Mrs. Wick s 
Complained of headache, so m e double 
vision, pa in s iti 
the neck and l o w e r 
part of her back. An X ray rev ealed 
that she had a fracture of th*1 v ert e­ 
bra. She w a s un abl e to read, do a n y ­ 
thing hut lie in bed, very much dis­ 
tressed, a u d thr ee weeks later d e v e l ­ 
oped an i n t e n s e s w im m in g fe el in g in 
the head.” 
The seventh week Mrs. Wicks auf 
fered great distress in one of her legs 
as the result of the fracture of this 
vertebra. 
“Mrs. Wicks will never have a com ­ 
plete 
recovery 
of the body of the 
vertebra and will have to wear the 
brace eight m onths or a year. 
The 
brace holds her body practically sem i­ 
rigid from the shoulders to the pelvis."
